It has just been made public that, 
at the national convention of the Delta 
Upsilon, held at De Pauw University 
last month, charters were granted to 
the fraternities which have existed for 
the last year or more at the State Uni­ 
versity as Oneega Upha, and at Stan­ 
ford University as Alpha 
Upsilon. 
The former was represented at the 
convention this year by A. C. Wykoff, 
'97. 
This extension of the Delta Up­ 
silon, which is one of the oldest college 
societies in the country, dating back 
to 1834, was largely due to the efforts 
of Professor Lange of the State Uni­ 
versity and to President Jordan of 
Stanford. It is a non-secret organi­ 
zation, and among its alumni have 
been many of the prominent men of 
the country.

There is no doubt but that the en­ 
emies of the new wharf will endeavor 
to throw all obstacles in the way of its 
being built and its friends must con­ 
stantly be on the lookout for them. 
Perhaps direct assertions may not be 
made but something still worse, inuen- 
does, will be used. 
Direct adverse 
opinions can be met with and refuted, 
if they be wrong, but in the other style 
of argument there is nothing tangible 
to ward off. 


Some people have an idea that the 
projected wharf will not extend far 
enough out from the shore line to get 
a sufficient depth of water to accom­ 
modate the largest vessels now built 
in the world. 
Should such a thing be 
a necessity it is easy enough to extend 
the line but it will cost more money. 
Not but what the amount would be 
well expended. 
Perhaps the money 
needed to accomplish all that is asked 
for by the most exacting would equal 
the amount asked for school bonds. 
Would that be anything very serious if 
it should? Some question the stability 
of a very long wharf when exposed to 
the gales which occur in the harbor 
during every rainy season. 
Experience 
has already taught us in the building 
of the South Pacific and Southern. Pa­ 
cific wharves over which trains have 
constantly run since they were built 
and no serious damage has ever oc­ 
curred to these, either by the action of 
the wind or water. 


Another thing has been brought up 
against the proposition and that is that 
the teredo will soon destroy the piles, 
which amounts to the loss of the 
wharf altogether. 


It is but a very few years since the 
teredo was found on this side of the 
bay at all. While the railroad wharves 
have necessitated repairs, more or less 
after the first ten years of their exis­ 
tence the damage has not been suffi­ 
cient yet to seriously interfere if it in­ 
terfered at all with their use. 


The teredo does its greatest Work of 
destruction near the Pacific Ocean. 
At North Beach at San Francisco and 
at Point Tiberon this pile enemy does 
its most efficient work in the way of 
destruction. 
About Rincon Point at 
San Francisco the bad effects are not 
accomplished in such a thorough man­ 
ner. 
When one gets to the Alameda 
shore another falling off is very notice­ 
able. 
As you go north on the water 
line of Alameda county the destroying 
effects get considerably more lessened 
until you get into San Pablo bay and 
still farther up the river where they do 
not exist ot all. 


It has been noticed by those partic­ 
ularly interested in the matter that dur­ 
ing the rainy seasons when large vol­ 
umes of fresh water come down to San 
Francisco bay from the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers that the toredo 
is about all killed until you get to San 
Francisco and nearer the Pacific where 
the water does not freshen very much, 
there they are not so effectually de­ 
stroyed but their ravages are lessened 
to some extent. 


The teredo enters the pile only be­ 
tween high and low water, and when' 
enveloped in two or three good wash­ 
ings of fresh water, it kills them off 
quicker than any other known remedy. 


The above recited objections appear 
to be the most important that can be 
brought against the wharf enterprise. 
When we come to look at the immense 
advantages that will accrue to Berke­ 
ley by the building of such a highway, 
making connections with all parts of 
the world feasible and easy, these ob­ 
jections appear very insignificant 


The time will cope, if not soOn, 
when a wharf like the one proposed 
will be built 
This will form a nucleus 
for other improvements in the'same
